Taking a look at the needs of seniors 


With senior needs coming in near 
the top of the list of priorities in 
Boyne City’s goal-setting session, 
and the loss of an adult day care pro- 
gram in East Jordan, Susan 
Bergmann, director of the Charlevoix 
County Commission on Aging, feels 
it’s time to take.a good look at what 
area seniors need. 

Community members are already 
taking an interest. In response to the 
need to evaluate on-going senior pro- 
grams and future needs, a Senior Ser- 
vices Coalition was formed last Sep- 
tember to investigate the needs for 
an upcoming millage proposal, and 
also, as Bergmann said, “to stimulate 
interest in services for seniors.” 

The group, with upwards of 40 
members, has been meeting once a 
month, but their next meeting won’t 
be until April. They are what 


Bergmann calls “a grassroots com- 
munity organization, created to en- 


list the support for increased and im-. 


proved senior services.” The meet- 
ings are open to the public. So far, 
meetings have featured guest speak- 
ers from other counties who have 
undertaken-similar projects as the 
proposed millage. “The speakers 
have been very well received,” said 
Bergmann. 

In East Jordan, the focus is on 
renovating the existing East Jordan 
Senior Center and bringing back 
“The Living Room,” an adult day 
care program, sponsored by North- 
ern Michigan Hospital. The East Jor- 
dan branch of the program was re- 
cently eliminated in NMH budget 
cuts; the program is still serving 
Charlevoix County residents, but re- 
quires that they be bussed to

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Conservancy 
preserves beauty 


By MARYKAY O’DONNELL 


The Little Traverse Conservancy has released 
its year-end report announcing that 486 acres of 
land were permanently protected from develop- 
ment in Charlevoix County during 1999. A 
variety of land protection tools were utilized to 
protect this land which included the preservation 
of 2.5 miles of waterfront property. 

Among these properties is the !20-acre 
donation by Ella Marvin Genshaw in memory of 
her parents and her brother and sister. The 
property, located in Wilson Township, is now 
dedicated as the Marvin Memorial Preserve in 
memory of Lewis, Anna, Arthur, and Florence 
Marvin. The property features a rich diversity of 
habitats and the headwaters of three creeks that 
flow into Deer Creek, and, eventually, the Jordan 
River. It is open to the public for nature enjoy- 
ment. 

In addition, the following projects were 
completed in Charlevoix County in 1999: 30 
acres and a quarter mile of Lake Michigan 
frontage on Beaver Island’s Little Sand Bay 
were protected and transferred to the state; the 
210-acre Miller’s Marsh property was protected 
for ownership by Central Michigan University’s 
Biological Station on Beaver Island; the Deppa 
family donated 100 acres of land as additions to 
the two nature preserves they donated in 1998; 
the Conservancy worked with the City of 
Charlevoix to utilize a Michigan Natural 


The protection of Little Sand Bay on 
Beaver Isiand was completed in 1999. . 


Resources Trust Fund grant to purchase and 
protect frontage on Lake Charlevoix and the 
mouth of the Pine River Channel; a conservation 
easement was placed over 26 acres protecting a 
scenic view of Lake Charlevoix from the 
Charlevoix-Boyne City Road; and a new trail 
loop was added to an existing trail system at the 
55-acre Sleepy Hollow Preserve, located off of 
M-66 between Charlevoix and East Jordan. 

The mission of the Little Traverse Conser- 
vancy is to protect the natural diversity and 
beauty of northern Michigan by preserving 
significant land and scenic areas, and fostering 
appreciation and understanding of the environ- 
ment. 

The Conservancy’s service area includes 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, Chippewa, Emmet, and 
Mackinac Counties. All told in 1999, 840 acres 
of land with a market value of over $2 million 
was protected, This land includes a half-mile of 
scenic road frontage and 3.4 miles of water 
frontage. Since its inception in 1972, the 
Conservancy has protected 12,300 acres of land 
with nearly 43 miles of shoreline along northern 
Michigan’s streams, rivers, and lakes. 

In addition, 7,000 students participated in 


‘year-round programs held at nature preserves 


and led by Conservancy staff, interns, and 
volunteers. Our environmental education 
activities included winter ecology programs on 
snowshoes. The snowshoes were provided, in 
part, using grants from the Charlevoix and 
Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Community 
Foundations. The Conservancy also sponsors a 
Young Naturalist Club, which currently engages 
nearly 150 students in outdoor activities through 
quarterly newsletters and Internet activities, 

The Little Traverse Conservancy’s Steward- 
ship Program involves the management and 
maintenance of all preserves and conservation 
easementd, Many volunteers assist with periodic 
monitoring and visitor enhancement projects at 
the Conservancy’s nature preserves. Anyone 
interested in participating in stewardship 
activities can contact the Conservancy office. -

Wagbo taking subscriptions for 
community agriculture program 


The vegetables are grown to the same stan- 
dards as required by the State of Michigan for 
organic certification, but Wagbo is not yet 
certified. No herbicides, pesticides or synthetics 


Wagbo Peace Center in East Jordan is prepar- 
ing for the third year of its Community Supported 
Agriculture (CSA) program. 

CSA is a partnership between a local farm and 
surrounding community im which members - or 
subscribers - pay for a share of fresh, organic 
garden produce grown on the farm. 

For this summer, Wagbo will sell 30 family- 
sized shares for $450 each, which will include five 
to 20 pounds of produce each week from July 
through mid-October - about 16 weeks. 

A “share” includes a variety of vegetables, cut 
flowers and herbs, and one quart of Wagbo’s own 
maple syrup, all grown and produced on the two- 
acre plot on M-66.

Patrick Whiteford, an Bast Jordan 
native, made history last fall along 


with 25 other Ferris State University; 


students.

class to.graduate from the school’s: 


Michigan Police Corps, a federally 
funded police academy instituted by 
President Clinton to provide the 
country with Community Policing. 
The goal of the program is to give 
a select number of enrollees the best 


" available police training, with an em- 
-» phasis, Whiteford said, “‘on a pro-ac- 


tive approach” and “community in- 
-teraction.”’ 


It is a throwback to times past, he - 


said, where -a police officer on the 
beat was on his feet and knew the citi- 
zens he encountered by name. It is 
an effort to re-shape the attitude of 
folks, and to get the law enforcement 
team into their communities. 

To be considered for selection, 
students must have earned a 


hiteford 


bachelor’s degree. Whiteford had a 
bachelor of arts in Criminal Justice, 
Then the applicant participated in a 


series of rigorous academic and psy- 
chological exams, as well as appear- 
ing before a board. : 

The program doubles as a place- 
ment agency, and each applicant must 
be fit for service before he or she will 
be considered. Whiteford said the 
training at Ferris is sitnilar to State 
Police training. 

The successful applicant has his 
or her tuition reimbursed and the uni- 
versity gets incentive in the form of 


a $10,000 grant per student. The stu- -. 


dent is immediately thrown into in- 
tense training; working five or six 
days a week, 12 to 16 hours a day. 
The training is much the same as any 
other academy, except the standards 
are higher, Whiteford said. The day 
begins at 5:30 a.m. with a run, and 
does not end sometimes until 10 p.m. 

There is more real-life training, 
too, Whiteford said, with more 
hands-on learning and less class- 
room. It is an 18-week program, but, 


Fire auxiliary begins raising

The Boyne City Fire Auxiliary 
announced that it is launching a fund- 
raiser to purchase a new technology 
that can help save lives in Boyne City. 

With the Bullard Thermal Imager, 
firefighters can “see” through smoke 
to detect fire victims. : 

The imager is a camera that picks 
up heat, rather than light. “In a dark 
room filled with smoke, our 
firefighters wil) be able to find a per- 
son who is unconscious from smoke 
inhalation or a child who is hiding 
under a bed or inside a closet,” said 
Boyne City fire chief Henry Erber. 

Firefighters can also use the cam- 
era to quickly locate hot spots that 
might re-ignite, and to more effec- 
tively utilize firefighting resources 
during a fire. 

The Boyne City Fire Auxiliary is 
launching a community-wide fund- 
raising campaign to support the pur- 
chase of the imager, which is avail- 
able for $20,000. The Boyne Coun-

said Diller. A large portion of the 

funding comes from the art council 
and personal donations, along with 
a grant from the Michigan Council 
of Art and Cultural Affairs through 
the Cheboygan Area Arts Council.

funds for match money to any grant 
they might procure for the building 
project. 

Even with the projects currently 
underway, the need for an overview 
of the county is crucial to further 
growth in senior services, Bergmann 
said. The Commission on Aging re- 
cently received a $3,000 grant from 
the Charlevoix Community Founda- 
tion to conduct a community assess- 
ment of Charlevoix County, in order 
to determine the needs of senior citi- 
zens in the area. The assessment is 
to be conducted by Community Ser- 
vice Network, a research organiza- 
tion that will survey focus groups and 
conduct interviews to compile data. 

The results will be used to develop 
a millage proposal to fund necessary 
services, which Bergmann hopes to 
get on the ballot in August. 

Meanwhile, with local communi- 
ties busy focusing on new and reno- 
vated facilities for their senior citi- 
zens, Bergmann would also like to 


remind residents of the programs al- . 


ready in place, and those programs 
in need of volunteers and funding. 
In-home respite, personal care, 
and homemaking services are among 
those Bergmann says are being un- 
der utilitzed by the community. The 
funding is available for the use of 
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H. Faculak said that not only does the 
program offer building owners 
money at a low interest rate (2 per- 
cent below prime) but it is an ideal 
program to help revitalize many ex- 
isting structures within the DDA dis- 
trict that otherwise might not be uti- 
lized. 

The Reinvestment Program, 
Faculak said, benefits not only the 
building and business owners and 
their customers, but also the entire 
community, its residents and visitors 
alike.

these programs by local seniors, but 
. people are often unaware of their ex- 
istence or afraid that they won’t 
qualify. Bergmann emphasizes that 
these programs are available to 
Charlevoix county seniors, and are 
not based on income. 

» “We are expagding services that 
are ‘in place and starting new pro- 
grams, such as chore service pro- 
grams for snow removal and yard 
care,” said Bergmann. The commis- 
sion needs volunteer coordinators, 
and, as always, volunteers interested 
in giving some time to local seniors. 

“We don’t have enough activities, 
like computer education and exercise 
programs,” Bergmann said. “We 
need senior companions.” 

Funding is also an issue. “If we 
could get people to vote for 1/4 or 
1/2 mill to put toward senior services, 
we would have excellent programs,” 
she said, citing the work taking place 
in other counties, like the Friendship 
Center in Emmet county. People in 
Charlevoix County, said Bergmann, 
“haven’t seen [these programs] in so 
long, I think they don’t realize what 
they’ve been missing.”
